Nashville, Tenn., November 20.— 
Kenneth D. McKellar, congressional 
representative of the tenth Tennessee 
district, and Malcolm R. Patterson, 
former governor, both of Memphis, will 
be opponents in a “run-off” of today’s 
primary for the democratic senatorial 
nomination. : 

McKellar polled the greatest number 
of votes in today’s election, complete 
unofficial returns from 93 out of 96 
counties in the state, giving him 41,- 
874 votes; Patterson, 89,221, and United 
States Senator Luke Lea, who was 
eliminated from the race, 31,933. 

Vete Rather Light. 

Estimates.of the vote in the 
small counties from which only partial 
returns have been received increased 
McKellar’s probable total to approxi- 
mately 42,500; Patterson’s to 40,000, and 
Lea’s total to 32,000. The normal dem- 
ocratic vote in Tennessee is about 
150,000.

SUCCESSES CLAIMED 
BY THE RUSSIANS, 


Petrograd, November 20.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—This official communication was 
issued today: 


Violent artillery fire was resumed 
at several punts on the Riga front. 

“West of Dvinsk the Germans were 
forced to retreat near the Poniewesch 
railway. We found in the énemy’s 
abandoned trenches arms, munitions 
and German dead. 

“There has been no change on the 
other sectors of the front from the 
Gulf of Riga to the Pripet river. 

‘On the left bank of the Styr the 
enemy could not hold the ground which 
he had occupied, and we reoccupied on 
Friday the town of Czartorysk and the 
village of Kozlinitchi, on the left bank 
of the Styr below Czartorysk.

JAMES. TERRELL 
, CONGRATULATED 
BY HIS FRIENDS 


Vigorous and hearty, James Ander- 
son Terfell, one of Georgia's best 
known residents, is receiving many 
congratulations from friends through- 
out the country on the eccasion of the 
celebration of his seventy-eighth birth- 


day. 

Mr. Terrell is occupying a house of 
concrete which he built for his own 
use, and at which his many friends 
delight to call, There they find always 
that a hearty welcome awaits them. 

Miss Winnie Davis Terrell has pre- 
pared the following sketch: 

“November 18, 1916 (which is Georgia 
Product day and a legai ge was the 
seventy-eighth anniversary of the birth of 
James Anderson Terrell, himself a Geor- 
gia product. Born in Cherokee county, Geor- 
gia, 1837, when the Indians still claimed 
most of the country as their own; when 
all east of the Mississippi was an unknown 
quanity and was referred to as the ‘wild 
and woolly west.’ When war was declared 
between the states in 1861, he was one 
of the first to enlist, and he, with four 
brothers, proudly pledged his loyalty and 
best service to the cause, 
| „After four long Fears in the war, fight- 
‘ing with Lee in Virginia (one of his broth- 
ers having fallen on the battlefield), he 
came back, after the surrender, not to the 
nome he had known and mother, but to 
a land of desolation, she, too, being taken 
from him in the great struggle. He lost 
his father when he was but a lad. After 
the war he taught school, also penmanship 
(in which he excelled), being able to write 
fourteen separate and distinct specimens of 


opy. 

“In 1866 he married Nancy A. Epper- 

son, from one of the best families in Geor- 
gia, and a heroine of the civil war. They 
almest immediately emigrated to Lincoln 
| county, Kansas, on the frontier, living there 
‘twelve hard and bitter years, when they 
came back to Georgia. In 1897 he came 
to Atlanta, Ga., where his two married 
sons were already established, where he 
now resides, in a concrete house, which 
he built himself. He lost his wife May 
23, 1911, on the forty-fifth anniversary of 
[their marriage. 
+ “Mr. Terrell is still as hale and hearty as 
he was ten, you might say twenty, years 
ago. He comes of a sturdy rage, tracing 
his ancestry back through Simon ‘Terrell, 
of the American revolution, through the 
three Terrell brothers of Virginia, among 
the first settlers from England;: Walter 
Fyrel, of historic fame, and back to Walter 
Tyrel I. of Normandy, of the house of Tyrel 
de Poix, a kinsman of William the Con- 
queror, with whom he fought in the fa- 
mous battle of Hastings in 1066. 

„He says he cannot do without The Con- 
stitution; he has been reading it since it 
was first published, ‘the first thing in the 
morning for forty-eight years.“ He is now 
busily engaged in writing a book, ‘Geneal- 
ogy of the Terrell Family, Life on the Fron-

Her family has lived in Ghent for a 
very long time and they are cotton 
manufacturers, haying owned four 
large mills in Ghent before the Ger- 
mans came and took them. 
000 mill hands are idle exeept fer two 
days in the week, when they let them 
work to keep them from starving.

from them. 

f A Sad Story. 

“Ah, madameiselle,” she said to me, 
“ask your people so soon as they can 
and until we have our country back 
to let us have the first cotton they 
can ship to us: we need it so badly, 
Our poor men nave no work, no money.” 
It is on your part of the country we 
most depend.“ 

For much of the beautiful lace made 
in Belgium is made from our cotton. 
As soon as the first horrible sheck of 


the war was over the people, refugees, 
still dazed, moved mechanically about 
in the new channels. She went around 
among the peasant lace-makers and 
collected all the lace they had made, 
encouraged them to make all they 
‘could, and brought it to this country 
to sell for them. 

Her work has been well rewarded, 
and she goes back with enough money 
to help many of the poor orphans and 
widows she is working for. And our 
eountry, teo, has prefited by securing 
this levely lace her country is so noted 
for making. 5 
' Suffered Like the South. 

The stories of thier sufferings we of 
the south can appreciate with the deep- 
est sympathy and understanding to the 
south, at least, Sherman and German 
are synonymous. 

The countess told me of ane more boy 
over whom she was weeping because 
both his hands had been chopped off 
at the wrist. When he saw her tears he 
looked up at her smiling and said: 
“But never mind, madam, they will 
grew back!“ 

She is so grateful to the United States 
for all it has done for Belgium and the 
whole country feels so deeply what we 
have done for them, that her story of 
the child to whom she was telling the 
story ef our flag—of each star repre- 
senting a state—and of the boy saying 
to her: “And now, madam, they will 
have to add anether star for Belgium,” 
is particularly appealing.

young Belgians called “les Petites 
Abeilles,“ or the little Bees. Every 
town and every community has one 
managed or presided over by its pres- 
ident and executive committee of chil- 
dren, and at the head of the whole or- 
Fanisation is the little Princess. Marie. 
the little 10-year-old daughter of the 
king. There are no grown people of- 
ficially connected with the little work- 
ers, but they themselves do all the 
work and are sewing and mending and 
saving to help the widows and or- 
phans. 

When Belgian comes back inte her 
own, as she will, her own people must 
be there to rebuild, repeople their own 
country. And the Little Bees are go- 
ing to help in the rebuilding. For 20 
cents a day, $6 n month, an orphan 
can be cared for by some. poor family, 
who needs the money. For $12 a 
month a whole family of orphans can 
be kept from separation, for the sis- 
ters and brothers can be kept togeth- 
er on that. And this is the idea of the 
Little Bees as they work to make 
money for them— that the orphans can 
help the poor by boarding with them, 
and the widowa by making a home for 
the orphans. For Belgium doeg net 
want her future men and women to be 
@ people who have known no home. 

Nerthern Children at Work. 

And the countess haa gotten the lit- 
tle children of the north so interested 
that they have started their little clubs 
and are, too, such busy little dees for 
the Belgians that I have told her I 
know the children of the south would 
like to do their part in helping te re- 
build poor Belgium-—-te help the little 
brothers and sisters of Belgium.

“Army” Would Work ont 
Large Improvements in 
Time of Peace, But Would 
Be Fitted for Call to Arms: 


New York, November 20.-—H. G. 


Travers, a mechanical engineer of 5@ 
Church street, has worked out a stand- 
ing army plan which, if accepted, 
would afford this country, without the 
usual waste of men and money, protec- 
tion against invasion by Germany, Ja- 
an or any other foreign nation. While 
living in Cripple Creek a few years 
ago, Travers served a term with the 
Colorado state militia. Since then he 
has been thinking out hig plan whereby 
this country could secure adequate 
protection amd at the same time do 
away with a great standing army of 
idle men, which has been costing us 
| $100,000,000 a year, even in time of 
peace. Travers has no axe to grind; 


serve. His motive is that of good cit!- 
zenship. 

Today our little handful of men in 
the standing army is costing over $1,100 
per man, compared with 62 per man 
in England, $360 in Germany and $250 
in several other Buropean countries. 
What is now being proposed is a stand- 
ing army made up of 500,000 National 
guardsmen to cost some $406,000,000 
per annum. Before the outbreak of the 
great European struggle, France was 
only spending $200,000,000 a year on its 
army, while Germany was spending 
but $265,000,000. These figures look 
small, compared with the estimates now 
being made for the proposed army in 
this country. Here is Mr. Travers’s 
plea, as he describes it himself: 

Here Is Travers’s Pian. 

“All our attempts to solve. this prob- 
lem to date have failed. Experts say 
that our state militia is composed of 
young men with little military ability. 
They are induced to join their regi- 
ments in order to attend dancing par- 
ties and similar affairs. Many of them 
are helpless in harnessing or driving 
a team of mules, in digging trenches, 
and in other practical military work. 
The regular army is better, but has de- 
fects, too, and contains many men who 
join for every reason except to defend 
their country in time of danger.

Tennesseans, under a Tennessean 


commander, had lain in the trenches at 


[New Orleans in the mist of a January 


morning in 1816, and saved the south 
on a famous field. 

Men upon those frontiers had the in- 
itiative, the training and the zest for 
every sort of daring and endurance, 
and a sense of comradeship which made 
the whole long border seem to them 
their common home and field of en- 
deavor. 

It was they who crowded first across 
the great streams at their front into 
Indiana, of which they had been prompt 
to make a state in 1816; into IDlinois, 
presently to be admitted (December, 
1818): and into Missouri, which they 
now insistently ask leave to bring in. 

Indiana and Illinois lay above the 

Ohio, and were parts of that great 
northwest territory which Virginia and 
her sister states had consented to part 
with ae a preparation for the setting 
up of the confederation. 
It had become, as they intended, a 
national domain, for whose organiza- 
tion and development the congress of 
the confederation had made well-con- 
sidered plans in the famous ordinance 
of 1787. 

That ordinance was stillethe law of 
the land. 

It forbade slavery forever. The pio- 
neers, who had pressed across the Ohio 
from the south, to make the new com- 
monwealths now established there, had 
been promptly followed by men out of 
the older settlements behind them, out 
of Virginia and North Carolina, and out 
of the long-settled neighborhoods of 
Kentucky and Tennessee themselves. 

These men had again and again peti- 
tioned congress for permission to own 
and employ slaves in their new homes; 
but congress had refused to relax the 
law. 

In Migsouri there was no such bar. 
Slave owners could take up lands there 
and put their slaves upon them. 

It was a region carved out of the 
vast Louisiana ,purchase beyond the 
Mississippi. Its lands stretched wide 
upon the open prairies of a new region 
for which congress had made no law. 

Institutions might. shape themselves 
there at will, and did shape themselves, 
accordingly, to the masterful will of 
the aggressive men who had gone over 
to possess the land. 

It was, indeed, a. masterful race. 
which the men of the east were slow 
to understand or sympathize with—a 
race bred to warfare and a lawless 
mastery. . 

It had made short work of overcom- 
ing nature in the wilderness, and as 
short of driving the Indians with 
slaughter and savage force from their 
hunting grounds and bits of tillage. 

It meant to cross the river and make 
itself free of the great province of 
Louisiana whether Mr. Jefferson had 
pought the inviting region or not. 

Not content with such trade as they 
could get upon the rivers at the east, 
its pioneers sent caravans of white- 
hooded wagons across the long plains 
into the far southwest, from their new 
seats in the Missouri country to the 
Spanish “settlements which lay upon 
the Rio Grande del Norte. 

Their talk was already of a time 
when they should thrust the Spaniard 
out there also, and have all the con- 
tinent from ocean to ocean, north and 
south, as one unbroken national do- 
main. 

Such men were not likely to take a 
refusal when they asked to be admit- 
ted to the union, whatever their prof- 
fered state constitution contained of 
institutions distasteful to politicians in 
the east. 

But their request threw congress and 
the country itself into a very fever of 
debate. 

Here was indeed a critical choice to 
be made concerning th® extension of 
slavery. 
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A FAMOUS 
COMPROMISE. 

LAVERY had found no suitable 
8 place in the economy of the 


northern states, where free labor 
had from the first predominated, and 
was now abolished, though it had been 
permitted in every one of them no 
longer ago than the year of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and had been 
abolished in some but the other day. 

In the south, on the other hand, it 
had long been habitual and of the 
fixed and accepted order of society, 
the very foundation of an aristocratic 
system and way of life; and was now 
about to get a new hold and enjoy a 
new reason for being. 

In the days of the revolution there 
had seemed a considerable body of sen- 
timent against slavery even in the 
south. Many a generous protest had 
been uttered there against it, espe- 
cially in Virginia, by men who were 
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e American 
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no closet philosophers, but the trusted 
representatives and leaders of their 
state; who declared that it diseouraged 
arts and manufactures, degraded labor, 
and had a most pernicious effect on 
manners. 

But such sentiments had given way 
before the fact of its inveterate root- 
age and before the increasing value 


‘cluded, as 


hand serviceableness of slave labor in 
the cotton fields, as the crop rose from 
hundreds to hundreds of thousands of 
bales, and the spindles both of Old and 
New England waited on the bursting 
of the bolls. ee 

The cotton gin whch Mr. Whitney 
had invented enabled even an unskill- 
ful slave to cleanse a thousand pounds 
of cotton of its tenacious seed in a sin- 
gle day. Without it he had been able 
to cleanse but five or six pounds. 

The negro could endure the heat of 
the southern day in the open field as the 
white man could not. 

His labor had become the very sinews 
of the south. 

Southern men had seen already what 
the system must cost them. Its mére 
existence meant that the north must 


would not come into the south, and 
manufactures could not. be built up 
where the only laborer was the awk- 
ward, careless, inapt slave. 

If the south could not keep her place 
in the race for men and wealth, she 
must lose also her place in the race for 
power. Slowly and surely, as repre- 
sentation was reapportioned from dec- 
ade to decade, to correspond with the 
changes disclosed by the decennial cen- 
sus, her representation in the lower 
house of congress must grow smaller 
and smaller, that of the northern states 
larger and larger, until she should be 
overwhelmed in matters of legislation 
by a governing majority which could 
neglect her peculiar interests at pleas- 
ure.
